VISAKHAPATNAM PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES (LEAVE TRAVEL CONCESSION) 

AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 2002 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (Act 38 of 1963), the 
Board of Trustees pf the Port of Visakhapatnam hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the VPTE 
(LTC) Regulations, 1993 subject to the approval of the Central Government under Section 124 oflhe said Act. 

1. Short title and commencement: 

(a) These Regulations may be called the Visakhapatnam Port Trust Employees (Leave Travel Concession) 
Amendment Regulations, 2002. 

(b) The said Amendment Regulations shall be effective from 10-1-2000 for Class-I and II Officers and from 
1-1-1998 for Class-Ill and IV employees due to Pay revision/Wage revision agreement. 

Explanation : It is stated that no one is likely to be affected adversely as a result of retrospective effect given thereto. 
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NOTE : In the circumstances of this case, where the L.T.C. advances have already been drawn and journey completed, 
the revised rates will not be made applicable and under no circumstances past cases will be reopened. 

2. Clause 1 of Regulation 13, may be substitut’ed with the following . 


Entitlement : (1) Journey by Rail: For travel by train under leave travel concession, entitlement to difference 
classes of accommodation shall be as under : 


(i) Employees in respect of Pay of 
Rs. 9,000 and above but below 
Rs. 12,000 

(ii) Employees in respect of Pay of 
Rs. 5,000 and above but below 
Rs. 9,000, 

NOTE: 


2nd A.C 2 tier sleeper /1st Class /A.C. 3 tier in normal 
trains and 2nd A.C. 2 tier sleeper in Rajadhani and A.C. 
Chair Car in Shatabdi express. 

1st Class /A.C. 3 Tier Sleeper /A.C. Chair Car in normal 
trains 


(a) Where none of the classes of accommodation is provided in any train connecting the concerned 
stations by the direct shortest route the employee may travel by A.C. Two tier. 

(b) Claim for travel by Rajdhani/Shatabdi trains will be allowed only where journeys is actually 
undertaken by these trains. Both ends of journey should be directly connected by Shatabdi /Rajdhani 
trains. 

(ii) Employees in respect of pay of less Second Class sleeper in normal trains 
thanRs 5,000 per annum.
